enth congiess at noon today drew 
to the capitoi a great throng of spec- 
tators eager to witness the scenes of 
animation which mark the annual 
reassembling of the national law- 
makers.

two houses was not to begin until 2 
o'clock, the historic old structure- 
now refurnished from end to end, 
until it shown with marble, gilt and 
lich decorations—was astir long be- 
fore that hour, P was an ideal day

journment of congie&s *iine months 
ago. Theie were no entiance restric- 
tions, and the crowds flowed unin- 
terruptedly into the building:. Many 
ladies were dn the throng, including 
the wives and families of senators 
and members of the house, as well 
as -niany of the feminine representa- 
tives of the cabinet, diplomatic and 
executive circles. 


Senators and members began arriv- 


ing early in the day and there was 
the usual handshaking among old 
friends and'informal talk of the work 
ahead. The veteran senator 
from 


Iowa, Mr. Allison, was one of the 
first to reach fche senate wing and re- 
sume his work as chairman of the 
committee on appropriations. 


Senator Jones, of Arkansas, the 


democratic floor leader in the senate, 
was another early arrival, and soon 
had a circle of his democratic col- 
leagues in the cloak room discussing 
the session's program. Speaker Hen- 
derson did not reach the house wing 
until shortly before the session open- 
ed and remainsd in his private office 
conferring with members during the 
formalities preceding his re-election 
as speaker. 


IN THE SENATE. 


Washington, Dec. 2.—A profusion 


of floral offerings, quite unusual In 
quantity, in variety and in beauty 
today transformed the senate cham- 
ber into a veritable flower show. Al- 
mcst every member of the body was 
the recipient of one or more of these 
evidences of the regard of his friends 
^nd the atmosphere of the chamber 


was heavy with the 
odor of rare 


plants and blossoms. The display of 
chrysanthemums was notably 'beau- 
tiful, many of »the specimens being 
of the choicest varieties. 


Since the adjournment of the sen- 


ate last spring the chamber has been 
redecorated 
and 
recarpeted. The 


principal features of its beauty and 
individuality have been retained, but 
they have been added to by the artis- 
tic decorations. A bright green car- 
pet, with old gold figures, has -taken 
the place of the old gold caipet of the 
last congress, and the desks and fur- 
nishings of the chamber have been 
notably improved,

IN THEJHOUSE. 


Washington, Dec. 3.—The very 


handsome interior of the hall of rep- 
resentatives added much to the ira- 
pressiveness of the general scene at 
the south end of the capitoi when 
Alexander McDowell, of Pennsylva- 
nia, called the new house of repre- 
sentatives to order at noon today. 
The vast chamber had 
been re- 


painted, regilded and completely re* 
furnished during the recess and 
many changes made for the comfort 
and convenience both of the members 
and spectators. The fioor had been 
avoided. At 10 o'clock the doors to 
;he galleries were thrown open and 
before 11 o'clock but 
few vacant 


hairs remained. Handsome toilets 
and bright colors were there in pro- 
fusion. 


On the floor members were arriv- 


ng every minute. They exchanged 
greetings and the hall hummed like 
a bee hive with the ceaseless buzz of 
conversation. Already the lobby in 
the rear of the hall was filled with 
floral emblems sent to popular mem- 
bers by admiring constituents. There 
were tons of flowers and a glance 
;hrougk the lobby was like a vista 
;hrough a veritable flower garden. 
As a rule the leaders on both sides, 


.ike the principal actors in a drama, 
were slow in making their appear- 
tnce, but as they arrived the celebri- 
les were eagerly pointed ou*. to the 
craning spectators in the galleries. 


HENDEBSON ELECTED. 


At the conclusion of the roll caly, 


showing 318 members present, Mr. 
Cannon, of Illinois, nominated David 
B. Henderson, of Iowa, and Mr. Hay, 
if Virginia, nominated Mr. Riehaid- 
son, 
of Tennessca, for speaker.

'oil call for the election then fol- 
owed. 
The vote for speaker was: Hen-

Mr. Henderson was declared elect- 


ed and was escorted to the chair by 
the other three men voted for. He 
made a brief speech, in which he 
thanked the house for its expression 
of confidence and asked the support 
of all the members.

CORPORAL CARSON'S LETTER 


DIED IN A COMRADE'S ARMS 


Corporal Budd Carson, a Fort 


Wayne boy with company G, Ninth 
nfantry. tells in a letter to his 
'ather, J. K. Carson, the story of the 
'earful massacre of company C at 
Balangiga a few weeks ago, in which 
another Fort Wayne boy, Hariy C. 
Wood, of company C, lost his life. 
With this letter came another from 
Private Bertholf, of company C, in 
whose arms Private Wood died a few 
moments after his fearful wounds 
had been bound up by his comrade. 


Corporal Carson's letter is dated at 


Basey, Simar, P. L, October 1, two 
days after the fearful affair, and is 
n part as follows: 


"Company C ihas been massacred. 


The number of dead at the present 
writing is forty-eight, and there are 
about fifteen wounded so that they 
are unable for duty, leaving about 
:wenty meii who are fit for service. 
E*he massacie occurred about 7 a. m., 
September £8. Hess call had sounded 
and the men were eating breakfast at 
the table back of the quartern when 
they heard a yell. Looking up they 
saw natives coming from every direc- 
tion, armed with bolos. There were 
about 400 of them, including1 about 
eighty prisoners which had been kept 
n tents. These ran out of the tents, 
picking up bolos which lay nenr the 
quarters, 


IT WAS TREACHEIT/. 


"The native police of the 
town 


joined in the attack, as did also a na- 
tive who was working for the officers, 
and two that were employed in the 
kitchen. 
The men made a rush for 


their guns, but by that time. the 
quarters were full of natives, and the 
men knocked them down with their 
fists and anything they could lay 
hands upon, and took three guns 
away from them, but by this time ths 
slaughter had been done. As the f PW 
remaining soldiers began firing1 the 
natives "hiked!" The terrible affair 
asted but a short time, and the men 
who were left gathered up the wound- 
ed and put them in, boats. 
While 


they were doing this the natives at- 
tacked them twice, but were diiven 
off. 


"There was no communication with 


Balangiga, and as it is about thirty- 
five miles from here, it took the sur- 
vivors until 4 a. m. on the 29th to 
get here. 
Twenty-four arrived in 


all—eleven wounded and two dead. 
Our captain sent for a steamboat 
from Tarlaban and we started for 
Balangiga. En route there we picked 
up two men in a little boat, just about 
half dead. One of them was the man 
who lias written the enclosed letter— 
a very good friend of Harry (Wood) 
and I both. They had been swamped 
the night before and got to shore. 
There had been four of them, two 
wounded, and.these they hid among 
some rocks and started to find a boat. 
They had proceeded only about 300 
yards when they heard a, cry, looked 
backward and saw about a hundred 
natives surrounding their wounded 
comrades. 


FOUND WOOD'S BODY. 


"The natives killed the helpless 


men and then chased the other two 
for eight or ten miles, but the soldiers 
eluded them. We reached Balangiga 
about noon, landed and fired into the 
town before we entered it. When nve 
arrived the natives had fired the 
quarters and they were burning. As 
we reached the quarters the sight 
that met our eyes was enough to 
drive -one mad. Soldiers' bodies, 
fearfully mutilated, were lying all 
about where they had fallen twenty- 
four ihours before. The first man I 
looked for was Harry Wood, and 
when I found him it nearly turned 
me mad, 


"His dead body lay with a fearful 


ga&h in the head and was cut in sev- 
eral other places, but I could not be?r 
the sight. He was almost unrecog- 
nizable. Several of the bodies near 
the quarters had been burned to a 
crisp. 


"The bodeis of tSh* three officers lay 


just outsride the convent, and the 
natives, not satisfied vMi having 
killed them, (had placed paper upon 
their flaws and then e*t it afire. We 
net ftboot digtfav * gum to bury 
our &*d. Ttoty-twv tor m were 
* \

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long grave, side by side. Between 
the legs of cadi man was placed a 
bottle containing a slip of paper 
bearing his name. As they placed 
Harry Wood's body in tfte grave I 
noticed a, ring upon hjs finger, ar.s 
I went to the captain, told him who 
Harry was and what he was to me, 
•md asked if I could remove the 
ring. Ho said I could have it, und I 
took it from his finger. I will send 
it to Harry's fadher. The ring is of 
silver, bearing his initials, and he 
bought it in China. I remember him 
telling me it was the only thing he 
had from China. 


"Please tell >Mr. Weed that he has 


the symalthy of every member of 6 
company in his loss. 
He loses a 


loving and dutiful son, I lose the 
best fricfnHl I (had in the army, and 
the country loses a good soldier. En- 
closed find ft letter written by Wal- 
ter Bextliolf} who was with -Harry 
when lie died veiy shortly after he 
waa wounded." 


BERTHOLFS LETTER. 


Uhe letter inferred to l-y Corporal 


Oarson in the above explains in more 
detail the maim^r in which Private 
Harry C. Wood, of Fort Wayne, met 
his death. 'Bertholf was one of the 
men re&ued by the relief expedition 
hurried to Balang^ga, after he had 
made his escape with wounded com- 
rades in a boaJt as described in tua 
telegraph dispatches at the time. 
Frank C. Wood, of 47 Grace avenue, 
father 'of the dead soldier, has kindly 
permitted Uhe Sentinel to prinx the 
latter, as follows: 


"Bpsey, Samar, P. I., Oct. 1, 1901. 


—Mr. Wood—Dear Sir: Being; thar 
Hariy was my most intimate friend 
in C company, I consider it my duty 
to notify you cf the details of his 
death. 


"I 'believe 
Corpoial 
Carson has 


made known to you the details of 
the massacre, so I will not wrue 
upon that subject. I was not at the 
company quarters at the time of the 
attack, so iny life WAS spared. 
As 


soon as -the attack was made I has- 
tened to the quai'teis, but about 75 
per cent of 1flie men were dead. 


"I 'heard a voice calling me, which 


I recognized as Harry's, and I has- 
tened to him. He asked me to bind 
up his wounds. I found a very deep 
cut in his head, which I bound up, 
but had haVdly completed this when 
hs throw 
his head 
back, saying 


'That's all,' -and died in my arms. 


"He did not seem to suffer any. 


We found'another wound in his "abdo- 
men, made with -a knife. It grieves 
me to have to notify you of this, for 
he was o 'brother to me, and, dear sir, 
you h'ave not only lost a loving son, 
but 'the counitry a good soldier, and 
the few men who ars left in C com- 
pany gneve with you over our loss, 


"I will give you my 'home address, 


so that ii I can b^ fcf any more serv- 
ice to you it will give me great 
pleasure to do so.

PISTOL SET HIS BED AFIRE 


JOHN JffATSOtf, NEAR ANTWERP, 


COMMITTED SUICIDE. 


Neighbors Rushed in to Save Body 


From Cremation—Had a Daugh- 


ter in Fort Wayne, 


JUDGE 
O'BQUBXE BULES 
IN 


DUNN MURDER CASE, 


HOLDS THE EVIDENCE TO BE 


PREPONDENT. 


John Matson, of Antwerp, Ohio, the 


father of Mrs. Joseph Foot, of this 
city, committed suicide by shooting 
himself Friday while lying upon his 


bed. 
The flash from tne weapon set 


fire to the bed clothing, and only the 
prompt arrival of neighbors saved 
the lifeless body from cremation, 


Matsou lived alone in a little cabin 


situated 
in a lonely spot two and 


one-half 
miles 
from 
the village. 


Here he had resided for the past five 
years. Piiday neighbors noticed the 
cabin afire and hurried to the scene. 
Matson was found lying across his 
bed enveloped in flames, and near 
by lay a pistol. He had ended his 
life by placing the muzzle 
of the 


weapon into one of his nostrils and 
pulling the tiigger, sending,a bullet 
upward and out through the upper 
part of his head. 
The house !had 


caught fire from the flash of the pis- 
tol, 


Matson was 77 yeais of age and 


was for many years a sailor on the 
lakes, residing at Sanc\usky. 
had long been an invalid, suffering 
from cancer of the fact,and it is pre- 
sumed his sufferings drove him to 
the point of suicide. Three sons and 
Jhree daughters survive.

HE OVERRULES THE MOTION 


JUDGMENT ABBESTED UNTIL 


LAST OF TERM. 


UDGE REVIEWS TESTIMONY 


he was innocent. He closed by say- 
ng- that he had been fair and 
courteous all through the trial and 
;hat the charge that he had treated 
;he counsel for defendant harshly 
was probably made during a time 
when counsel was smarting under an 
adverse verdict. He thereupon for- 
mally overruled the motions AS above 
itated and the other steps in the case 
were immediately taken. 


DR. MURPHY WILL LECTURE. 


Dr. J. B. Murphy, the famous Chi- 
ago surgeon, will lecture before the 
Allen County Medical society Decem- 
ber 23d, on "Surgery of the Biliary 
Tracts," The lecture will take place 
n the assembly room of the court 
house and a number of out-of-town 
physicians will be present. 


Judge O'Bourke this morning over- 


ruled the motion for a new trial in 
:he Dunn murder case, in a decision 
occupying an hour to render. Coun- 
sel for -defense immediately made a 
motion in arrest of judgment and 
said motion was entered, the judge 
fixing January 25, 1902, the same 
being the last day of the present 
term, when judgment will be entered 
on the verdict. The law then gives 
;he defense sixty additional days to 
prepare their appeal, giving them 
nearly 120 clays from date to get all 
;he testimony into shape and prepare 
hheir briefs on the bill of exceptions. 


At 9 o'clock the court room began 


filling up and when ten minutes later 
Judge O'Rourke took up the motion, 
the space inside the railing was well 
filled by members of the bar, while a 
.arge crowd occupied the auditorium. 
Judge O'Rourke spoke without notes, 
but with great deliberation, and as he 
passed from one phase of the case to 
;he other, taking up Jie testimony of 
every important witness and dissect- 
ing it with keen nicety, it immedi- 
ately became apparent 'that he had 
given the case much study and had 
thoroughly familiarized himself with 
eveiy detail, occasionally uncovering 
some little incident here and a plaus- 
ible theory there, that seemed to have 
escaped the attention of the lawyeis 
employed in the trial. He spoke with 
his head bowed most of the lime and 
with his eyes bent upon the desk in 
front cf him, giving nearly all the 
impression that he was reading from 
manuscript, which, however, was not 
the case, as he had not a scrap of 
paper before him. 
With his fore- 


finger he drew imaginary lines on 
the desk and when lie wished to em- 
phasize a particular point he tapped 
lightly with his fingertips in punctu* 
ating his utterances. 


All the while Buna sai facing the 


court, his leg* crossed most of ths 
time and his hands folded across his 
abdomen. He never moved a muscle 
and never once took his eyes from the 
face of Judge O'Rourke. 
The court 


reviewed the motion ad seriatum and 
in the course of his remarks dis- 
claimed any prejudice against the 
prisoner, at the close of 'his remarks 
saying that he had known him for 
about thirty years and would rather 
think well of him than otherwise; 
also expressing his satisfaction over 
the fact that the jury had not desig- 
nated the death penalty, which he 
said he was entirely frank and free 
to admit, he was flatly and firmly op- 
posed to, giving his reasons for his 
opposition, but saying that if it 
should ever become his duty to im- 
pose a death sentence, he could do it 
conscientiously as a judge, because it 
was the law, although his personal 
convictions were exactly contrary. 
Coming downHo the close of the tes 
timony he said that the whole ques- 
tion resolved itself into the guilt of 
either the Samplesou girl or the pris- 
oner. In reviewing the testimony of 
the girl herself and iher entire con 
nection with the case, the court could 
find no motive for her commission of 
the crime. 
It is true she had ad 


mitted that she is what is known to 
the world as a bad woman from a 
moral point of view; that she yielded 
easily to the persuasion of men; that 
she had been guilty of larceny: that 
she swore falsely before the coroner; 
but there was nothing to show that 
she was vindictive; that she had ever 
committed violence to a human per- 
son, but on the contrary that she was 
of a tender heart. He then reviewed 
the impossibility of the girl pushing 
the victim into the cistern without 
leaving some mark upon her and con- 
cluded that he must discharge the 
woman from consideration as the 
guilty party. The body showed no 
marks and he believed that it was 
placed in the cistern after death—WA 
placed there carefully and feet fore* 
most. He then reviewed Dunn's con- 
duct during the search and said that 
of all the persons of the neighborhood 
he was the only on* who attempted to 
reflect upon the girl fcerwlf, and in- 
sisted that she waa mile* away; ha 
loo*ht and resist** the tearth <rt fate

THINKS MISS STONE DEAD 


AMERICAN MISSIONARY IN ETT- 


HOPE TELLS WHY. 


Action of the Bandits in Several Be- 


spects Gives Worst Phase to 


the Situation. 


New Yoik, Dec. 2—Rev. Dr. Henry 
. Haskell, representative of the 


American 'board of foreign, missions 


Boston at Samakov, Bulgaria, has 


sent the following dispatch from 
Sofia, Bulgaria, to the World con- 
einng rumors of the death of Miss 
Ellen M. Stone, the missing mission- 
ary: 


•'We hope that the dreadful news 
s untrue, 
'but there is reason to 


make us fear otherwise. 


'If tihe captitves are dead the fact 


would account for the 'determined 
nsistance on the part of the brigands 
that the ransom money should be 
paid 'before the captives are surren- 
dered to us. 


"It would account also for the 


brigands' stubborn refusal to give 
safe conduct to one of our representa- 
tives to see Miss Stone and Mrs. 
Tsilka in order to certify to us that 
they are alive before we pay over the 
ransom money. 


'It would appear that it -was really 


on this point and not on the con~ 
tention that the sum offered by ua 
•was insufficient, that negotiations 
(for the surrender 
of the captives) 


were broken off recently. 


"Besides, the brigands intimated 


that they would delay giving up the 
prisoners until spring, although it 
s their first interest to close the mat- 
ter as quickly as possible. 


'These considerations necessarily 


weigh with us in view of the reports 
now prevalent (that the two women 
are dead). Moreover, we have some 
confirmation of the grave news and 
we are sending men to learn the 
facts."

CUSTOMS LAWS DO NOT APPLY 


DECISION GIVEN IN SECOND 


DOOLET CASE. 
J 


Washington, Dec. 2.—The United 


States supreme court today rendered 
a decision in the case of £mil J* 
Pepke vs. the United States. 
This 


is the case known as the "fourteen 
diamond rings case," and involves 
the constitutionality of the impoai- 
tion of customs duties upon merchan- 
dise brought into the United States 
from the Philippine islands after the 
exchange of the peace treaty with 
Spain. 
The opinion was handed 


•*» by Chief Justice Fuller. 


The opinion was adverse to the 


claims of the government on the 
ground that the Philippine islands 
were at the time the rings weie 
bought 
in 
American 
territory. 


Ceasing to be foreign territory, they 
become domestic territory, he said. 
The decision in the De Lima Porto 
Rican cases were cited at length and 
it was held that the resolutionsadopt- 
ed by congress concerning the Philip- 
pines were not sufficient to changa 
the situation, 


The chief justice concluded his 


opinion by reversing the decision of 
the jcourt below. Justice Brown read 
an opinion concurring in the result, 
but differing from the conclusions 
drawn on minor points. 


DISSENTING 
JUSTICES. 


Justices Oray, SWras, White and 


HcKemta dissented. 


This case is one of the two import- ^ 


ant cases left undecided by the court 
at its last term, when it decided a 
< 


number of cases involving the cus- 
toms relation of the United States 
with its insular possessions. 
The 


cases decided at that time bore en* 
tirely upon the relations of this coun- 
try with Porto Rico and this was ths 
only case of a large nuniber which 
were then argued and 
considered 


which involved the relations of the 
United States with the Philippines, 
The other case involves the right to 
impose duties on articles exported 
from the United States to Porto Rico. 
Much interest has been manifested in 
this Philippine case because of the 
probability of legislation xelaUng to 
the Philippines at the approaching 
session of congress. 


HISTORY OF THE CASE. 


The record shows that Pepke, who 


was the respondent in the court be- 
low, was a soldier in the army of the 
United States in the Island of Luzon; 
that while there and af te> the ratifi- 
cation of the peace treaty, he pur- 
chased the fourteen diamond ring? 
which are involved in the case. 
He 


afterward brought these rings, while 
still in the service, of the United 
States, aboard the United States ves- 
sel transporting his regiment to San 
Praucisco, where he was mustered 
out. 
Later he came with the rings to 


Chicago, where the rings were seized 
by the customs officers under the 
claim that the Philippine islands 
were foreign territory and that mer- 
chandise brought from those islands 
to the United States was subject to 
customs duties, which were not pai.l 
by Pepke. 
Pepke set up the claim 


that the imposition of duties upon 
meichandise under the circumstances 
was contrary to the constitution of 
the United States and in violation of 
his rights as a citizen. 


The case came to the supreme court 


fiom the district court of the United 
States for the northern division of 
Illinois. In that court the facts set 
up in Pepke'0 plea were admitted by 
demurrer filed by the United State* 
and that court «u»t*taed the de- 
murrer, overruling the plea and *a- 
tering judgment against tftie nter* . 
chandise thu* «ei£«4, and directing 
that it be sold in accordance wfth til* * 
law, mid from this decision th* prtt* * 
ent writ of error w»* ;

Corporal Budd Carson, a Port 


Wayne boy with company G, Ninth 
infantry, tells in a letter to his 
father, J. K. Carson, the story of the 
fearful massacre of company C at 
Balangiga a few weeks ago, in which 
another Fort Wayne boy, Harry C. 
Wood, of company C, lost his life.

On this there is not 
likely to be partisan division. 


It is not likely that much will be 


done to restrain the trusts, though 
Representative Babcock, of "Wiscon- 
sin, insists that lie will press his 
proposed measure to deprive of the 
protection of the tariff -all products 
whose manufacture in this countiy is 
Controlled by trusts. 


The principal matter that will en- 


gage the senate is ratification of the 
new Hay-Pauncefote treaty, which

possible a strictly American canal 
across the Panama isthmus. That 
the treaty will be acceptable to tht* 
senate is not to be doubted, and the 
way will thus bo paved far prompt 
action by congress looking to con- 
struction of the Nicaraguan water- 
way. 


The naval program is likely to be 


important, 
but no vital legislation 


relating to the army is probable. The 
Philippines will need legislation and 
it can rtow be more intelligently un- 
dertaken with today's supreme court 
decision as a guide. 


The session in m-any respects will 


be important, though scarcely his- 
toric.
